All this talk about charging gel cells has gotten me in the mood to haul out 
my old cells & see if I can do anything with them. They are Johnson Control 
Globe Dynasty JC cells, model # JC6100, 6 volt at 10.0 ah (in case anyone 
has any specific stats for them). I found them around 5 or 6 years ago ina 
scrap metal dumpster in a shipyard. They are in excellent physical shape, 
but actual age is unknown. A couple of questions thrown to the crowd: 


1. They've been dead since I found them, and I haven't attempted to charge 
them. Any hope for more life out of them? 


2. If so, All Electronics sells Ni-Cad charger wall warts rated at 6 volts, 
400 mA. They specifically state that this is a max rating, and current will 
taper off as the max voltages are approached. Is this good enough to charge 
them (even slowly)? The price is right at only $1.50. 


I recall an earlier posting that the optimum charge for gel cells is 1/10th 
the AH rating, which in this case would be 1 amp. Will these smaller 
chargers still work, without compromising future battery capacity or life? 


In case anyone is interested, All Electronics also sells some gel cells. I 
don't think the prices are that great, but I could be wrong. They list a 12 
volt, 9 AH for $28.50, weighing 8 lbs. Also, a 12 volt 3 AH for $15.00, no 
weight listed but about 5"x2.5"x2". They also have 2 volt 5 AH (used) Gates 
Cyclon X cells (1.7" dia. x 2.8" high) for $3.25 each. 


No connection with All Electronics, just reading their catalog. Their # is 
1-800-826-5432, with no minimum order, and (I believe) a set $5 shipping per 
order - a pretty good deal for heavy batteries.

writes 

>Matching, yes, in accord with my previous note. Gain, no, or no better 
>than any other 102' centerfed piece of wire at the same height. The 102' 
>piece of wire at a given height has a gain in dBi above that of a 
>half-wave 20' dipole simply because it is longer, but not as high as a 
>full wave centerfed wire ar a 1 1/14 wavelength centerfed piece of wire 
>(the Extendeed Double Zepp). The gain over a half wavelength dipole is 
>not exceptionally high--less than a dB.

That rings a bell. I did spend a season four years ago using a double 
extended Zepp. It was useful but not exceptionally gainey. The following 
season I experimented with a top 3.5 20m wavelengths long, fed by open 
wire feeders of an appropriate length. (Inv V, mounted on a 45' non 
conductive mast.) 


If it was a simple ‘deathray'’ , it was pointed at the Pacific, where I 
did quite well. Elsewhere it was spectacularly useless. I went back to 
the G5RV, since I love working into EU. 


It has been pointed out to me that Orr and Cowan (W6SAI and W2LX) 
published totals of "Entire top length + length of open wire feeder" of 
110', 133', 177' and 212' in their book. Seemingly these combinations of 
top plus feeder will be matchable with most atus. (I'm in a bind in 
that these are not lengths I remember, but I am blowed if I can recall 
the original source.) 


I would never expect much gain from single element antenna; however if 
a specific combination of top length, feeder length and height above 
ground pushes out lobes in useful directions, who am I to complain? 


I must keep scratching around the junkpile until I find G5RV's original 
paper and the subsequent followup '‘G5RV revisited’. I xknowx it is 
around here somewhere..... anyone got a garden fork?

Heck, I can run a qrp rig for days on a pocket full of D 
cells. 

I'm talking 
Q@ miles to 50 miles or so, without ANY skip holes. Antennas are very low, 
about 10 feet or less. Easy to toss up.

Jim and the Group, 


I work for a city PD and my city is all for disaster communications. Our 
Hamwatch group has helped during quakes, brushfires, riots and other fun 


stuff. 


We have used NVIS practices for mobile HF communications. For a special 
event, we had to set up a net between Las Vegas NV, Arcadia CA and a moving 
vehicle anywhere from 0 to 120 miles from Vegas. For our 0-300 mile 
distances, "ordinary" ham bands and antennas were inappropriate. Our base 
in Arcadia used a Barker & Williamson AC 1.8-30 (An allband antenna similar 
to T2FDs). In our CP in a 14th floor Hotel room we could not run a 
horizontal wire so used an insulated 12 foot mast to get 100 feet or so of 
wire out and away from the building. The antenna was fed with an automatic wi 
re tuner. The mobile used two switchable whips. We had some Mobile Mark 
helical whips for 160 and 80 as well as some Hustler KW whips for 80 and 40. 
Our mobile antenna was laid back at 45 degrees in hopes of getting more 
signal aimed up at high angles. Between 40, 80 and 160 we were able to make 
contact. 


The AC 1.8-30 and other ‘baby half rhombic' or T2FD designs are not efficient 
between 2 and 7 Mhz but they do work. In an EOC situation there is no time 
waste, confusion or smoke as with volunteers training on a manual tuner. 


In some NVIS situations you may need to run 100 watts (booo!). Sometimes 
NVIS antennas are not as efficient as a maximized NVIS antenna (1/4 wave 
above ground). The AC 1.8-30 and other mil or commercial T2FD antennas may 
only be 15-50% efficient below 7 Mhz. 


The military uses 15 to 30 watt HF packsets with whip (local/DX only) or wire 
(NVIS) antennas with good results. I have also set my EOC base station to 3 
watts in the packet and pactor modes, then set my van HF to 3 watts.... I 
drove around in the mobile data mode using 160 meters. Both radios were 
IC-735s (QRP mod) and the TNCs were KAMs. Not too bad considering 160, 3 
watts, mobile and data modes. 


I think the best field antenna for NVIS would be a horizontal end- or 
center-fed wire. 

For best 2-10 MHz NVIS, I would position the wire no higher than 25-30 feet. 
If you use more spacing than 1/4 wave AGL, then the antenna pattern will 
have that "hole" above it. The antenna length is not critical- the typical 
"free space" patterns of wires and dipoles are changed and N/S/E/W 
orientation is not critical. For best antenna efficiency, the doublet should 
have legs of 1/4, or at least 1/8 wavelength on the 

lowest band used (again, exact length is not critical). 


Yes, you can have NVIS antenna much lower than 25-30 feet and they will still 
work, just with a little less efficiency. NVIS antennas have been strung 
between trucks, cars, road signs and duct-taped to a row of rubber traffic 
cones! In my personal vehicle (full-size van) I use an AH-2 automatic 
whip/wire tuner. I sometimes remove the whip and attach a 50 foot or 100 
foot wire from the whip ball mount and tied off at a nearby tree. I've made 


plenty of NVIS contacts on 160-80-40 and other contacts around the US on the 
higher bands with the low wire antenna. 


I've also fiddled with pactor, packet and GTOR on 80 and 160 meters. The 
(dual port) TNC was set up so that locals on VHF packet could cross over to 
80 (or 160) and those on HF could cross over to VHF. I did not generate 
much interest in low-bands-as-digital-NVIS-gateways perhaps 'cause many 
digi-heads prefer the "same old" stuff on 10 and 20 meter packet (or they 
are all QRMing 14.060?... heh heh). I ran a few tests with other digital 
hams on 80 and 160 and the gateway idea did work and did cover a wide area 
with the best of both worlds... VHF packet and node-hopping plus 

HF packet and NVIS. 


160-80-40 are the way to go for that extra disaster coverage not provided by 
repeaters. An NVIS antenna down in a canyon (and good choice of bands) will 
get you out when 2 meters is just a brick you have to carry.

A short while back Richard Fisher, KI6SN, (on behalf of the Adventure Radio 
Society) issued a challenge to design a "Trail Friendly Radio" . Having 
spent a fair amount of time operating portable QRP rigs in the woods myself, 
I gave the idea a lot of thought. I concluded that "Trail Friendly" may 
mean different things to different people. Let me explain. 


My style of portable operation usually means driving to the mountains and 
setting up the rig on a picnic table in a campground. Normally I don't hike 
several miles into the wilderness with a heavy backpack. That means my TFR 
rig doesn't necessarily have to fit inside an Altoids box. It does have to 
be rugged, however, to survive the rigors of tent camping for a week. It 
also has to work well throughout fairly wide temperature excursions. 


There are others who aren't happy unless they're at least a dozen miles from 
any other human being and clinging tenaciously to the side of a volcano. To 
them, an ideal TFR rig would probably be extremely light weight, small, easy 
on batteries and totally self-contained. 


Another type of Trail Friendly Radio might be more at home sitting on the 
nightstand in a Holiday Inn. Many business travelers would prefer a good CW 
QSO rather than watching a vintage movie on HBO at the end of a hectic day. 
In this case a TFR rig might be powered from an a.c. supply. It would 
probably need a transmatch in order to deliver power to a short length of 
wire strung along a curtain rod. It wouldn't have to deal with dust, 
mositure or wide temperature excursions, however. 


Now I'd like to hear from you. What kind of Trail Friendly Radio is best 
for your type of operation in the field? Should it be the size of a postage 
stamp without any bells or whistles? Or, would it be better to be totally 
self-contained including batteries, transmatch and keyer, even if it would 
be a bit bigger in size? Does it need to be water proof, dust proof and 
child proof? Does it have to be built like a tank?
